FCC ANNOUNCES THE EIGHTH MEETING OF THE COMMUNICATIONS SECURITY,
RELIABILITY, AND INTEROPERABILITY COUNCIL VIIT ON JUNE 26, 2023

Committee Act,' the Federal Communications Commission (FCC or Commission) will hold the eighth
and final meeting of the Communications Security, Reliability and Interoperability Councill VIII (CSRIC
VIII or Council) on Monday, June 26, 2023, beginning at 1:00 pm EDT, at the FCC, 45 L Street,
N.E., Washington, D.C., and via video conference call. The meeting is open to the public and will be
streamed live at http://www.fcc.gov/live. Notice of this meeting was published in the Federal Register
on May 23, 2023.2

CSRIC VIII’s eighth meeting will include presentations and Council votes on three Reports: a
Report on Best Practices to Mitigate Vulnerabilities in HTTP/2 and HTTP/3; a Report on
Recommendations on the Role of the FCC in Promoting the Availability of Standards for More Secure,
Reliable 5G Environment Through the Use of Virtualization Technology; and a Report on Recommended
Best Practices to Improve Supply Chain Security of Infrastructure and Network Management Systems.
This will be the final meeting of CSRIC VIII in keeping with its charter’s expiration on June 29, 2023.

The CSRIC VIII meeting is open to the public in the Commission Meeting Room of the Federal
Communications Commission, 45 L Street, N.E., Washington, D.C. While the CSRIC VIII meeting is
open to the public, the FCC headquarters building is not open access, and all guests must check in with
and be screened by FCC security at the main entrance on L Street. Attendees will not be required to have
an appointment but must otherwise comply with protocols outlined at: https://www.fcc.gov/visit.
